City Exploring a New 
Water Supply Source 


The City of Hope increased its water supply 


last year by some 2Mi million gallons per day and 
the Water and Light Commission has already 
ordered an engineering study that could possibly 
increase the present supply of water by 2tt 
times. 


During 1971 the City plus federal assistance 


spent $750,000 on a water project that produced 
five deep wells in the Oakhaven area along with 
some 12 miles of 12" water lines and a pump 
station that brings the water into Hope. 


Old wells inside the City now produce about IMi 


million gallons of water per day. The Oakhaven 
system is currently producing about 2 Vs million 
gallons. This four million gallons is sufficient, 
according to City Officials, to supply all current 
and projected demands of industry in this area, 
business and residential needs. 


The current study ordered by the WAL 


Commission is for development of surface water 
supply in connection with the Soil Conservation 
Service which is planning a Flood Control 
Project that will furnish 10 million gallons a day. 
The SCS has scheduled an nginwrtng survayan 
torproject to begin this month. 


The project is known as the Terre Rouge Creek 


Watershed program which has been in the mill 
for nearly a dozen years. If the project could get 
off the ground this year it is estimated it would 
take from two to three years to complete. It 
would also mean about a 2,000 acre lake as a 
supply reservoir for Hope. Naturally all federal 
assistance possible will be sought. 


Terre-Rouge Creole heads about two miles 


north of Washington, in Hempstead County and 
outlets into the Little Missouri River in Section 5- 


Twp 11S-R 20 W in Nevada County about 11 miles 
east of Prescott. 


Floods covering more than 50 percent of the 


floodplain occur one or more times each year 
with lesser floods occuring on an average of 
three or four times a year. Flood damage to 
growing crops on an annual basis is a handicap 
to agricultural production. Farm operators in 
the flood-plain area have attempted to protect 
u> *- land and improvements with levees, but 


«ae structures have been ineffective. Sediment 


and scoure damage is common throughout the 
area. 


According to an investigation made by the 


Arkansas Soil and Water Conservation Com- 
mission in May 1989, the following works of 
improvement are needed: 


Nine floodwater retarding structures, one of 


these being a multi-purpose structure to provide 
an adequate and dependable water supply for the 
City of Hope, and channel work consisting of 
about three miles on Pate Creek, 10 miles on 
Terre-Rouge Creek and five ntijes on Little 
Terr«-Roug« Creel, and tribatarte*. The 
structural measures will be supplemented by 
land treatment measures for erosion control, ,. 
water conservation and soil improvement. 


Major benefits would accrue to the ap- 


proximately 13,200 acres of flood-plain upstream 
from the mouth of Little Terre-Rouge Creek with 
Terre-Rouge Creek. This area is almost 100 
percent woodland. 


The Terre-Rouge Creek Watershed Project 


will be co-sponsored by the Hempstead County 
Soil and Water Conservation District and by the 
Nevada County Conservation District. 


appropriations have 


been voted to allow the projects 
to proceed in Fiscal Year 1972.

"I urge you to reflect before 


you engage in the military ad- 


ventures you apparently are 
planning." 


North Vietnam's Xuan Thuy 


and the Viet Cong's Nguyen 
Van Tien vigorously denounced 
President Nixon's television in- 
terview Sunday. They reiter- 
ated that the American prison- 
ers in Communist hands would 
not be released until the United 
States has committed itself to 
total and unconditional with- 
drawal and repudiated its obli- 
gations to Saigon. 


Tien flatly denied Nixon's 


news conference assertion that 
the United States sought in vain 
to obtain assurances that Hanoi 
would release its prisoners in 
return for total American with- 
drawal.

To Probe Cheating, 
Waste in Medicaid 
NEW YORK (AP) - A grand 


jury estimates that "almost a 
billion dollars went down the 
drain" through cheating, waste 
and "completely disorganized if 
not chaotic" supervision in New 
York City's administering of 
the Medicaid program. 


Jule M. Sugarman, head of 


the city's Human Resources 
Administration, rejected 
the 


billion-dollar estimate, saying 
the specific losses described in 
the report totaled less than S5 
million. He said the report 
"does great danger" to the pro- 
gram. 


The grand jury findings, 


based on a two-year investiga- 
tion by the Manhattan district 
attorney's office, were released 
Wednesday by state Supreme 
Court Justice Jacob Gurnet. 
He termed the revelations 
"scandalous and shocking" and 
"almost incredible." 


The report described cases of 


dishonest doctors, dentists ex- 
tracting teeth 
unnecessarily, 


pharmacies 
short-changing 


patients, and nursing homes 
billing the city for the care of 
patients who had died or been 
discharged.

mid-1970s. 


Knowing Congress would not 


accept such a high figure above 
the present 83.2 billion apace 
budget, NASA settled on the 
throwaway booster. 


Officials said the $65 billion 


is the least that could be

Wednesday a major inquiry by 
his committee into proper clas- 
sification and protection of na- 
tional security secrets. 


In the meantime, Anderson 


reported that Kenneth B. Keat- 
ing, U.S. ambassador to India, 
had, in a secret cablegram, 
challenged

tration statements made to jus- 
tify U.S. policy toward India 
and Pakistan. 


Herbert indicated that targets 


of his committee probe, shortly 
after Congress returns Jan. 18, 
will include both unnecessary

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Some Wage Earners 
Needn't File Returns 


By RAY DE CRANE 


Many wage earners, par- 
ticularly retired persons who 
have a part-time job and stu- 
dents who have an after- 
school or summertime job, 
have been relieved of the 
requirement for filing income 
tax returns. 


Under current tax laws you 


must file a return if you are: 


SINGLE and have an in- 


come of $1,700 or more and 
you are under 65; $2,300 or 
more if you are 65 or older. 
Remember that your age is 
determined as of last Jan. 1. 
The same dollar require- 
ments apply to an unmarried 
head of a household, or a 
surviving widow or widower 
with a dependent child. Un- 
der new tax law changes, 
certain married persons liv- 
ing apart may file separate 
returns this year and claim 
status of a single person. 


MARRIED, entitled to file 
a joint return, and the com- 
bined income of both spouses 
is $2,300 or more if both are 
under 65; $2,900 if one is at 
least 65; $3,500 if both are 
65 or older. These require- 
ments for married persons 
apply only if they lived to- 
gether at the end of the tax- 
able year, file j o i n t l y and 
neither is the dependent of 
another person. 


Persons with a net income 


of $400 or more from self- 
employment must also file a 
return. They might not be 
liable for an income tax, but 
they could owe a Social 
Security tax on their self- 
employment income. 
While not required to file a 
return, any one in these cate- 
gories with less than the 


specified income require- 
ments who had withholding 
tax deducted from his earn- 
ings should file a return. Fil- 
ing a return is the only way 
you can establish your claim 
to a refund on your withhold- 
ing.There is now a way for 
low-income earners to avoid 
all withholding on their in- 
come. This gives them the 
opportunity to have the extra 
income now, instead of wait- 
ing until the end of the year 
when they can claim a full 
refund on the withholding. 


The only requirements are 


that: 


1. You owed no income tax 


for 1971. 


2. The expectation is that 


you would owe no income tax

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U.S. Settlers Seek Stability Down Under

WEE WAH, N.S.W., Aus- 


.tralia—(NEA)—There was a 
brief moment in this coun- 
try's history when officials 
feared the lure of America 
: might raid the population 
and never allow the nation 
to get past the s u c k l i n g 
stage of development. 


That was in 1849, when 


gold was discovered in Cali- 
fornia and all roads led to 
the hills of instant riches. A 
Melbourne newspaper of the 
"time warned its readers not 
to exchange the security of 
Australia for a " f e v e r i s h 
: dream" 7,000 miles away. 
-Government leaders debated 
..ways, some illegal, to keep 
citizens home. But before 
the year was out at least 85 
vessels carrying 2,500 starry- 
tyed Aussies left the conti- 
nent for a new life in the 
United States. 


The drain, however, was 


:short-lived. In 1851, some 
.Digger discovered gold right 
here among the kangaroos 
.—and the migration flow not 
only stopped but reversed 
••itf'jlf. The exiting Austral- 
ians came back, and they 
Mvere followed by thousands 
of Americans, also starry- 
eyed, dreaming of a new life 
of their own. 


T o d a y the Aussie gold 


fields have piddled out, but 
the trend they started has 
not. Americans are contus- 
ing to migrate to this coun- 
try in relatively small but 
steadily increasing numbers. 
N e a r l y 4,000 U.S. citizens 
settle here every year, and 
in the last 25 years more 
than 70,000 Americans have 
moved to the land down un- 
der.

Not all A m e r i c a n mi- 


grants, naturally, have done 
so well here as Paul Kahl. 
And, actually, many of them 
haven't cared to. According 
to the Australian Depart- 
ment of Immigration, most 
U.S. settlers aren't coming 
here s e e k i n g great new 
horizons. They are running 
away from, not toward, so- 
cial challenge and competi- 
tion. Says an observer: The 
Americans are fairly well 
educated and skilled when 
c o m p a r e d to immigrants 
from other nations, but they 
don't seem to be hoping to 
catch any tigers by the tail. 
I think most of them are just 
looking for peace and quiet." 


Unfortunately, many of 


the U.S. settlers are looking 
for their s t a b i 1 i t y in the 
wrong places. The great ma- 
jority of them settle in Aus- 
tralia's urban centers (only 
a few thousand have taken 
up residence in the wide- 
open, vastly p r o m i s i n g 
Aussie boondocks). And al- 
though^the cities are com- 


._ forta»$£3amiliar and con- 


venient, they are not much 
different from back home. 
Thus the fellow who moves 
here to escape growth prob- 
lems in America finds him- 
self squarely amidst growth 
problems 
in A u s t r a l i a . 


Crime, pollution and value 
priorities are as hotly heated 


issues in Sydney, or even 
Wee Wah. as they are in 
New York or Waukegan. 


Taxes? An A u s t r a l i a n 


earning $10.000 a year pays 
30 per cent of it to the fed- 
eral government (versus 15 
per cent in America ). Val- 
ues? The 20-year mayor of 
Melbourne is named "Hang- 
ing Henry" (Bolte) for his 
adamantly Victorian views 
concerning capital punish- 
ment. Government? Laws in 
Australia harken back to the 
days when the nation was a 
place where England exiled 
its convicts, thus it is illegal 
here to not vote ($10 fine). 
it is permissible for teachers 
to whip erring students with 
sticks, and all stores must 
close at 5 p.m. and on Satur- 
day afternoons. 


So it is that many Ameri- 


can settlers soon become dis- 
enchanted. Of the 3,190 who 
came in 1968-69, about 1,200 
have already left. The cur- 
rent turnaround is 26 per 
cent. "They find it isn't 
Shangri-la," says one immi- 
g r a t i o n spokesman. "The 
first time something goes 
wrong here, they jump in a 
plane and go back home." 


Still, the majority, three 


out of four, stick it out even 
if things go awfully wrong. 
In the last nine years, as ex- 
ample, Paul Kahl has suf- 
fered through one of the 
worst droughts and two of 
the worst floods in Austral- 
ian history. Last February, 
he salvaged only 5 per cent 
of his winter wheat from the 
second of the floods. 


Yet "what the hell," as he 


says, he's made a good go of 
it. He has just under 3,000 
acres of cotton, sunflowers 
and wheat; he's the board 
c h a i r m a n of the 60-farm 
Namoi Cotton 
Corporation; 


and he and his eldest son 
run a chemical business. The 
only time he thinks about 
America at all is on July 
4th, during a Wee Wah cele- 
bration, and even it, he says, 
is fading as the mostly good 
years in Australia go by.

Auto Sales 
Last Year 
Hit Record 


DETROIT (AP) - For the 


first time in the auto industry's 
history, sales in the United 
States topped the 10 million 
mark last year. The 1971 record 
is due partly to a late year buy- 
ing surge brought on by the 
wage-price freeze and repeal of 
the excise tax. 


The final tally for the year, 


counting imported and domes- 
tic cars, was 10,156,411, topping 
the 9.66 million record set in 
1968. 


Last year's total sales figure, 


for the four major U.S. auto- 
makers was 8,676,294, still near- 
ly 100,000 cars short of 196S's 
record. 


But, the final total for 1971 


represents a 22 per cent jump 
o\er the 1970 count when an 
economic 
recession 
coupled 


with a 67-day strike against 
General Motors Corp. to pro- 
duce the worst sales of recent 
years. 


Even though imported car 


sales set a record, their per- 
centage share of the total 1971 
market remained 
about the 


same as last year's—14.6 per 
cent. Major importers, in- 
cluding the Big Three automak- 
ers, sold 1,479,117 cars, beating 
the record of 1,228,402 set the 
previous year. 


The sales picture for the im- 


ports was very strong at the 
beginning of the year and at 
one time held over 16 per cent 
of the market. But sales late in 
the year were hampered by the 
recently revoked 10 per cent 
import surcharge and dock 
strikes. 


General Motors, recovering 


from the 1970 strike, led the in- 
dustry in gains. GM sold 4,653,- 
894 cars in 1971, beating its all- 
time 1965 record-J>y 77 cars. 
GM sales were up 42 per cent

seldom causes trouble. 


If you have a medical 


problem that leads to reten- 
tion of calcium or increased 
levels of calcium in the blood 
because of a problem in bone 
metabolism, t h e n calcium 
could aggravate the problem. 
There is indeed such a thing 
as too much calcium in the 
blood, but unless you have a 
significant medical problem 
this won't happen to you. 


People taking digitalis for 


their heart need to be care- 
ful about taking excess cal- 
cium. The calcium may in- 
crease the strength of the 
digitalis action and cause 
trouble. 


About the only problem is 


failure to absorb the calcium 
from the digestive tract. 
This, too, usually occurs only 
with certain diseases and 
with some calcium tablets 
from a lack of acid in the 
stomach. But for most peo- 
ple the usual dosage of cal- 
cium, by mouth, either as 
calcium carbonate or cal- 
cium gluconate has no signi- 
ficant side effects. One of 
these should be taken reg- 
ularly if you don't get the 
equivalent of 1.2 grams of 
calcium from your diet daily, 
the amount in a quart of 
milk.

Royal Canadian 
Mint Strikes 
Jamaican Coins 
Two commemorative coins 


are to be struck early in M7* 
in honor of Jamaica's 10th 
anniversary of independence. 
Both coins are intended for 
general circulation as well as 
collectors' items. 


The Royal Canadian Mint 


has released the designs for 
Jamaica's sterling silver $10 
coin and 1972 $20 gold piece. 


The $10 coin measures 45 


millimeters in diameter and 
contains 750 grains of .925 
silver and is Jamaica s 
largest and highest denomi- 
nation silver coin. The ob- 
verse displays the profiles of 
Alexander Bustamante and 
Norman W. Manley, two of 
Jamaica's leading statesmen 
responsible in a large part 
for the country's independ- 
ence. 


The $20 g«ld coin measures 


27.1 millimeters in diameter 
and contains 243 grains of 
500 gold. It will be issued in 
unlimited quantities strictly 
as a circulating coin in the 
amount of its face value. It 
is believed to be the only 
gold coin presently issued as 
a functional part of a cir- 
culating medium. Both coins 
will be available from three 
sources. 


Both coins will be avail- 


able at face value, plus $1 
handling charge per coin, in 
Specimen Uncirculated con- 
dition. The face value of the 
coins is respectively $10 and 
$20 Jamaican exchange or 
$12.50 and $25 in U.S. funds. 


The face values will fluctu- 


ate with international ex- 
change rates and, according 
to Jamaican law, the coins 
cannot be sold under face 
value, which will require the 
fluctuating sales rate. How- 
ever, orders will be accepted 
as long as possible at the 
$12.50/$25 figure. 


Proof coins will also be 


available with an established 
price of $16 for the $10 coin 
and $32 for the $20 gold coin, 
in U.S. funds, plus $1 han- 
dling charge per coin. And 
while there will be no limit 
placed on the number of 
proofs struck or sold, there 
will be a deadline date of 
March 31, 1972, after which 
no orders will be accepted 
for either coin. 


U.S. 
collectors will find 


purchasing the gold coin pro- 
hibitive due to current U.S. 
Treasury regulations. This 
also means that since the 
gold piece is intended for 
circulation throughout the 
world, returning U.S. tourists 
or foreign tourists to the 
United States will have to ex- 
change their gold or current 
silver before they will be al- 
lowed to pass customs.

utes To allow steam to escape, 
with cake tester or metal skew- 
er, make holes to bottom of 
pans, 1 inch apart, over tops of 
loaves. With a razor blade 
make 3 diagonal slashes 1/2 
inch deep across top of each 
loaf. Brush loaves with re- 
served egg white; sprinkle with 
the 2 tablespoons sugar. Let 
rise as previously until doubled 
— about 20 minutes. 


Bake in a preheated 375-de- 


gree oven for 35 to 45 minutes. 
After 20 minutes place a sheet 
of foil over loaves to prevent 
over-browning. Turn out loaves 
on wire racks; turn right side 
up; cool.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Na- 


tionwide spot checks by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service have 
disclosed widespread noncom- 
pliance with government regu- 
lations requiring posting of 
freeze-period ceiling prices. 


"We're not satisfied," said 


Jerry Portney, deputy IRS as- 
sistant 
for 
stabilization. 


"They've got until the 17th to 
shape up." 


Jan. 17 is the date set by the 


Price Commission for 
final 


compliance with the posting re- 
quirements. But businesses are 
supposed to be complying now, 
unless given the extra grace 
period by IRS. 


On another Phase 2 front, the 


Cost of Living Council Wednes- 
day ordered IRS to investigate 
whether some food and clothing 
prices have gone up in violation 
of price controls. 


The investigation stems from 


the latest Consumer Price In- 
dex which snowed higher prices 
for most meats, and a 2.8-per- 
cent increase in clothing prices 
during the three months cov- 
ered by the freeze. The freeze 


Nov. 14. 


The spot checks will deter- 


mine whether stores are ex- 
ceeding Phase 2 regulations 
that allow prices to rise only as 
they reflect increased costs, the 
council said. 


More than 6,000 IRS agents 


made spot checks of retail out- 
lets beginning last Monday as 
the requirements for posting 
freeze-period 
ceiling 
prices 


went into effect. 


In New York City, checks 


showed 72 per cent of stores in 
Brooklyn were not in com- 
pliance, and 60 per cent non- 
compliance in Manhattan. 


According to the IRS sampl- 


ing, 
the state of Virginia 


showed a 40 per cent noncom- 
pliance, 
the 
Southeastern 


United States 45 per cent, Ne- 
braska 50 per cent, Illinois 45 
per cent, and New Mexico 65 
per cent. 


"They were simply not aware 


of the 
regulation," 
Portney 


said. "They said, 'We're glad 
you came in. Now we know 
what the rules are.'" 


Portney said in each case 


store owners were advised of 
the regulations, given a sheet 


were told that agents would be 
back to check them before Jan. 
17. 


He said the IRS will refrain 


from citing stores for violating 
the rules until Jan. 7. "After 
Jan. 17, there's no more 
grace," he said. 


Under the Price Commis- 


sion's rules, retail stores with 
annual sales of $100,000 or more 
are required to meet the post- 
ing regulations in each depart- 
ment of their stores. In addi- 
tion, they must post ceiling 
prices on all nonexempt food 
items. 


Regulations for stores with 


annual sales under $100,000 re- 
quire prominent posting of 
freeze-period prices on the 40 
top items. 


The IRS is insisting on promi- 


nent posting of prices, saying 
that the price lists must be 
where customers can see them 
without the aid of a store em- 
ploye. 


The law provides a civil pen- 


alty of up to $2,500 for viola- 
tions of price regulations. But it 
is doubtful the government will 
seek such a fine except in the 
most-extreme cases.

Correction 
Department 


said Wednesday that 1971 income 
from farm operations at the 
prisons totaled $1,793,499, the 
highest total in recent years. 


The figures, based on a cal- 


endar year, were in a report by 
the Agriculture Division of the 
department. 


Income in the 1970 fiscal year 


was $1,246,472 and in the 1969 
fiscal year income amounted to 
$1,076,343. 


The 1971 total was below that 


in 1962 and 1963, however. 


Hubert C. Christopher, farm 


administrator for the depart- 
ment, prepared the report, 
which said the income included 
73,450 worth of goods con- 
sumed by inmates. 


The figure listed for 1969 did 


not include goods consumed in 
prison. 


Correction Commissioner Ter- 


rell Don Hutto said the institu- 
tion of a liberalized "good time" 
policy improved inmate morale 
and that this contributed to pro- 
ductivity in a good crop year. 


The prisons include about 16,- 


000 acres at Cummins Prison 
Farm, where inmates do the 
fanning, and about 4,700 at the 
Tucker Intermediate Reforma- 
tory, where the farm property 
was under a lease arrangement 
in 1971.

Two and three centuries after Columbus, Eu- 


rope finally began discovering China. 


Distance lent enchantment, but so, too, did the

Chinese 
themes — "chinoiserie" — .influenced rococco 
architecture and gardens. 


Reading the glowing accounts sent by the 


Jesuits, men like Voltaire and Leibnitz praised 
China's government as the best ever conceived, 
one in which philosophers, if they were not 
kings, were at least the king's officials. Rational- 
ists saw in Confucianist China proof that moral- 
ity needed no priests or dogmas. 


While it lasted, SinophilUm provided a cul- 


tural and humanistic impetus in Europe. When it 
ended, it was replaced by growing contempt for 
the "heathen Chinee." 


In the beginning, though, contempt was a 


monopoly of China. Unfortunately, the behavior 
of some of those who went there did little to dis- 
pel Chinese xenophobia. 


The Portuguese had been granted a con- 


cession at Macao in 1557. They were followed 
in the next century by the rival Dutch and 
English. By the 18th century, the latter had at- 
tained a monopoly of the China trade. The first 
American ship arrived in 1784. 


Unable to keep the "foreign devils' out en- 


tirely, the Chinese tried their time-honored tac- 
tic of playing one barbarian off against an- 
other. Trade was restricted to the port of Canton 
and all dealings had to be handled through the 
Co-hong, a monopolistic association of mer- 
chants, who occupied nearly the bottom of the 


Chinese social scale. Government officials all 
along the line extracted their "squeeze" from the 
profits. 
, , 
In 1792, Britain sent Lord Macartney as head 


of its first diplomatic mission to China. After 
much dispute over the question of kow-towinc— 
literally knocking one's head against the floor 
nine times before the emperor—he was per- 
mitted to present his request. 


In his answer to George III, the Emperor 


Ch'ien Lung noted the king's "humble desire 
to partake of the benefits of our civilization 
but informed him nevertheless that "our Celes- 
tial Empire possesses all things in prolific 
abundance . . . (We) have no need for your 
country's merchandise." 
. 


It was not a reply calculated to win friends 


and influence monarchs.
